The Fight on Crime 


(Azusa Poomtropic) 

No single step canbe a guaranty that erime 
will decrease drastically and be less alarming 
in character. A recent two days’ conference 
of the national crime commission in Washing- 
ton indicated that. It amounted to confirma- 
tion of conclusions that had been arrived at 
by other investigators of ‘the highest standing 
The commission’s inquiries required three 
committees, one dealing with legal procedure, 
prosecution and judicial administration, an- 
other with social, educational and industrial 


conditions, and a third with medical aspects 


of criminology. Which field is most impor- 


tant is a matter of opinion. All enter into 


the erime problem and all must receive care- 


ful attention. 


On that-assumption, the course to be fol- 
lowed is clearer than at first might be thought. 
Complicated situation, whatever their nature, 


call for effective organization of all ‘the forces 


available for modifying them. Without stat 
ing this in so many words, the national com 
mission is in substantial accord. The causes 
of crime, it was remarked, must searched out 
diligently, ‘the ‘‘attention, thought and ac- 
tion’’ of every citizen should be concerned 


with the work, and ‘‘swift and sure justice’ 


for offenders ought to become the rule. The 


administration of the law got much attention, 
as it should. There are few jurisdictions that 
are not, in the eyes of the public, open 
eviticism on that score. F.Trubee Davison, 
president of the commission, had this to say 
on that point: 

“Tn one of our large and comparatively

It was decided to make and 
fill twenty Christmas bags for the 
American sailors and soldiers in 
foreign lands, leaving five for Cuca- 
monga, which is now an auxiliary 
of the Upland Chapter, to fill. 
These bags must be made of cre- 
tonne, tem inches square, with 
draw string in top, each bag to 
contain ten articies, of which a 
list is sent from headquarters. No 
perishable stuff is ever included 
because the bags must be ready 
for delivery in September. Each 
bag when completed costs about 
two dollars. 

City Nurse Mrs. Fuller reported 
28 nursing visits made during the 
past month, 4 investigating visits 
and 3 welfare. At the “Well Baby 
Conference” 76 baby visits were 
made and 20 visitors were pres- 
ent. Thé@ Welfare chairman re- 
ported that she had had to buy 
but one pair of shoes and .this 
because none fitted at the Salvage 
Shop. 

The staff of instructors who will 
conduct the Red Cross training 
camp institute in first aid and 
water safety at Balboa, from May 
30th to June 5th, inclusive, has 
begn selected by Edwin H. Gar- 
roll, Director of First Aid and 
Life Saving for the Pageific terri- 
tory. Mr. Carroll himself will per- 
sonally direct the institute, and 
will be assisted by Commodore W. 
E. Longfellow, nationally famous 
Red Cross swimming expert; L. 
E. Palmer, assistant to Mr. Car- 
roll; George Hughling of the Uni- 
versity of California Life Saving 
Corps; Captain Antar Deraga of 
the Balboa Life Saving Corps; 
Miss Herta Toeppen of the River- 
side School of Swimming; Edwin 
Marriott, formerly of the San Fran- 
cisco Playground Commissicn, and 
Dr. G. M. Grundy of Balboa, Red 
Cross First Aid Examiner. This 
staff of experts will offer to the 
students intensive training in 
standard’ Red Cross first aid and 
life saving methods, swimming, 
diving and water sports. 

“Every American a 
and every swimmer a life-saver” 
is the watchword of the American 
Red Cross Life Saving Service. 
Swimming is the fastest growing 
sport in America. It will soon be 
universal. There never was such 
a demand as now for expert teach- 
ers of swimming and life saving. 

It is to meet this demand that 
the American Red Cross is hold- 
ing the institute at Balboa, which 
is one of eleven to be held in the 
United States this summer. Any 
competent swimmer interested in 
water safety is eligible for regis- 
tration, thought the institute is 
particularly designed for those 
who are, or who expect to become 
teachers of water activities or di- 
rectors of camps. Inquiries should
